miles of sidewalks constructed in a 
given period of time. 
Already thU 


year, more than 7 1-2 miles of walks, 
mostly of concrete, have been laid. It 
is believed that by the time the winter 
weather puts a stop to concrete op- 
erations, ten miles of walks will have 
been laid. 


Last year a little more than five 


miles of new walks were constructed, 
so the record this year has already 
beaten that made during the year of 
1911. 


John Wagenheim & Sons have al- 


most completed the last portion of the 
walk on tne east side of Eleventh 
street between the 
Raccoon* creek 


bridge and Western avenue. This 
walk has been the cause of 
much 


oratory in council during the past 
three years when the legislation vwas 
first passed. The work is being done 
by the property owners. 


Contractor John Hymell has con- 
tracts with the service department for 
the completion of walks on 
Central 


avenue between Ash and Moull streets. 
This will probably be the most expen- 
sive bit of work done as there is 
quite a cut to be made to conform 
with the grade on the utreet. 


The same contractor also has con- 


tracts for the construction of walks 
on the west side of Fulton avenue be- 
tween West Main and Camp streets; 
the north side of Burt avenue be- 
tween Decrow' and Williams streets; 
the west side of Williams from RIley 
to West Main streets. 


The Wagenheims have just com- 


pleted a walk on West Church street 
between Fifth and Sixth streets and 
have contracts for the completion of 
walks on Evans street; on tne north 
side of Smith street and on the west 
side of Mt. Vernon road between Moull 
street and Jefferson Lane. 


Contractor Thurner is now at work 


on the walks and concrete curbing and 
gutters in the new Rugg addition in 
Xorth Newark from Twelfth street to 
Mt- Vernon road. It is possible that 
this "work may be finished in time to 
permit the laying of the street paving. 
However this work may be delayed 
until the gas mains,-water mains and 
sewers are put in, in which case the 
paving will not be done until next 
spring. 


After the next meeting of ffie city, 


council, at which time the clerk will 
certify that 15 days have elapsed since 
the service of notices to build walks, 
the council will probably authorize the 
^ervice director to construct more of 
these sidewalks.

How About Home Ljfe 


"Husbands/* shouted the evangelist, 


**I want to make this plain to you.

'There's a man 
who wouldn't try to pay me what he 
owed me.' Is there someone you have 
wronged? Where are you in your deal- 
ings with" your fellow man. 


"Many more people a^g interested in 


getting their rights than in perform- 
ing tBeir duties. 


"Are you harboring in your heart 


any bitterness, envy, jealousy or a 
grudge? If you are, God cannot save 
your soul." 


Dr. Lyon was 'not at all congratu- 


latory In his treatment of the "rich 
but stingy men." "One of those fel- 
lows died in a small town in Ohio." 
he related. "One of the old residents 
asked what the complaint was, and 
was told that 'there was no complaint; 
everybody was satisfied.' 


"What fiare you done in the case 


of moral reform?" asked the preacher. 
"All over America the battle Is at 
white heat in moral reform, and right 
here in this state of Ohio, right here 
In the old Buckeye siate, are'going to 
be fought some of the great moral bat- 
tles in the next decade. The eyes of 
the whole union are turned on Ohio 
as one of the states where this battle 
is going to be hottest. 


The Red Light Houses 


Dr. Lyon then referred to a story of 


a scrape in Xewark's "red light dis- 
trict"' a few days ago. "What has a 
town like Xewark to do with a red 
Eight district?"' he demanded. "There 
is no more beauty In -having such a 
place than in having 
a 
slaughter 


house, where they kill hogs and cat- 
tle, right on your public square. 


"Why do you allow that cancer of 


civilization to bring forth evil along 
with that other 
damning 
curse— 


liquor. What have yon done to pre- 
vent that kind of business. Many a 
man will plead about patriotism. One 
of our great men said that patriotism 
is the last resort of knaves. 3fany a 
man will go around shouting, 'Hur- 
rah Jor Ihe Stars and Stripes,' 
and 


then, like "a whipped cur with his tail 
between his legs, run down an alley 
when men are needed to take a stand 
for right There is just as much need 
for heroes in Xewark as in 1861, when 
Abraham Lincoln made his emanci- 
nation proclamation. What are you 
doing In the case of moral reform? 
Where art thou?" 


The Society Dude., 


Dr. Lyon then applied the vital 


question to philanthropy. "What are 
FOU doing to help people to take aw,=n- 
;he clouds and bring the sunshine, to 
bring gladness to the lives of those 
about you. Are yon doing anything 
>ut dressing In fine clothes and being 


society dude? 
"The struggle between right 
and: 


expediency is coining to you,"' he con- j 
tinned. "Don't "wait for your rela-j 
lives to fight for your money after yon i 
die. Go out and help people. That 
takes wisdom, earnestness and conr-i 
age. Go out and roaXe people hap- j 


lor*? In money, in educa- 


tion, in frton*. in good clothes, in 


fine ttjt*MatriUK:e? if so, you are 


building your ho»es on the «aad«. 
God, who puts this question to our 
fine parent, 1* the same God who in 
the lath chapter of Luke is out oa 
the mountain, calling to the sheep— 
'Where art thou?"" 


Dr. Lyon then told of an aged father 


who. 
after 
the 
battle Gettysburg, 


m-ent over the battlefield calling out to 
his fallen son, "John Harmon, thy 
father lovest thee," until at last his 
search was rewarded by his finding 
the son and restoring him to health 
in their Pennsylvania home." 


"Oh, friends," said Dr. Lyon, "that 


God is calling to you tonight You 
that are away from him, where art 
thou? Won't you le' him into your 
lives? Do it now. Don't wait for ill 
health, for financial adversity to bring 
you to your senses. Come now to 
Jesus." 


"The DereUcb Street Fair." 
Dr. Lyon's closing prayer was an 


eloquent plea for a downpouring of 
convicting grace on those who were 
at "that mioerable. devilish street fair, 
watching some of the serpentine, sen- 
sual dances, those who may be in the 
haunts of sin tonight, those who are 
;n some places of amusement, some 
vanity fair, those who are in the the- 
atres! Bring conviction to those who 
are In places of shame, to those whose 
lives are damned by a life of drunken- 
ness, to those who are 1'ving only for 
pleasure and sin, and to those who 
are professing Christians but indif- 
ferent to the will of God." 


The audience was not at all anxious 


to leave the tabernacle and remained 
to hear the chorus re&earsal conduct- 
ed t>y Prot Mitchell for nearly half an 
hour. Some excellent music Is being 
planned for early meetings and Prof. 
Mitchell Is anxious that every singer 
allied with Newark churches commu- 
nicate with him without delay and ar- 
range to assist In the development of 
the big cKoir.

Lime, considered a* the source of the 


element calcium. Is one of the ten ab 
solute!/ essential plant foods. As such 
it Is required in only small amounts, 
and it Is probable that nearly all soils 
contain enough to satisfy the direct 
needs of the plant, says a circular of 
the Perdue university. Indiana, agri- 
cultural experiment station. 


The one best way to tell whether or 


not the soil needs lime is to try it and 


and the place to try it is on the 


clorer crop. A good plan is to apply 
ground limestone at the rate of two 
tons per acre and harrow in before 
•owing wheat end in the spring sow 
clover as usuaL The clover may fail 
because of shortage of plant food or 
bad physical condition of the soil even 
on the limed laud, so it is best to use a 
light application of manure in connec-

tion with the lime on a part of the 
limed strip. In case there is a stand of 
clover on both limed and unlimed land, 
the two areas should be harvested and 
weighed separately to determine wheth- 
er or not the lime has made sufficient 
gain to justify its use. 


Acids turn bine litmus paper red. and 


this test has been recommended for 
soil acidity, but we do not regard it as 
entirely satisfactory. However, for the 
information of those who may wish to 
try it we give the following directions: 
Place a strip of b!ne litmus paper be-; 
tween two wider strips of filter-paper, 
break open a moist clod, place one end 
of the strips of paper in the fracture 
and press the clod firmly together. In 
about ten minutes remove the litmus 
paper and pin it up to dry by the end 
which was left out of the soil. A 
change to pink or red which lasts after 
the paper is dry indicates acid. Do not 
handle the end of the paper used for 
testing or allow anything to touch it 
Repeat the test with different samples, 
and if doubtful test the subsoil, which 
is generally more acid than the surface 
soiL Bine litmus paper and filter pa- 
per can be bought at any drug store.
